DBATB Ut AN ELEVATOR. 


A lad named Sherman Saulman, who 


had applied vainly attheL.F. Webbgrain 
elevator at Macon yesterday for work, met 
his death in a wheat bin in the elevator 
daring the afternoon. 
The men weie 


engaged in loading a freight oar and had 
opened the ohute to let the wheat run 
ont into the oar. The wheat stopped 
running and it was supposed that there 
was a pi auk or some other obstruction in 
the chute. The oar was filled from an- 
other bin and then an investigation was 
hml, i-eeultioK m the discovery that the 
obstruction was the hfelesa body of the 
Saulmau boy. The supposition is that 
he had gone mto the elevator and liad 
fallen asleep on the wheat, and that when 
it begin to sink and flow down the ohute 
he w'ls smothered to death. Coroner 
Per' went down to Maoon in a buggy and 
held the inquest. A verdict of accidental 
death was returned. The lad was 12 
years of age. His parents reside at 
Maoon. 


THB BODY POUND. 


Coroner Perl succeeded in finding the 


body of Ferriss Buthrauff, aged 12 years, 
who was drowned in the Sangamon river 
yesterday, one-fourth (jj a mile above the 
I., D. & 8. railroad bridge, in six feet of 
water. Ferriss had gone to the river 
with Willie Sohlem, Will Platt and John 
Wheeler. They waded about in the river 
a short time, Ferriss stating that he could 
swim. He and the Plait boy were in 
deep water near the current and Sohlem 
and Wheeler were on the bank. Sud- 
denly Ferriss gave a cry and grabbed at 
young Platt. There was a struggle and 
Platt succeeded in freeing himself, com- 
ing ashore, Efforts were then made to 
«ave Ferriss by throwing pieces of 
wood to him, but all were too light 
and he sank to rise no more, in about six 
feet of water, The alarm was given to 
Solomon Shiveley and J. H. Keith at the 
bridge, and tbe boys same to the city and 
sent word to Perl from Steven's grocery 
store. After a long search the body was 
found by Hhiveley in six feet of water, 
twenty feet from the bank near where the 
boy was drowned. The inquest was held 
at the home of the boy's father, Henry 
Buthrauff, corner of 
Broadway and 


Bradford streets, a verdict of accidental 
death being returned. 
The boy may 


have been siezed with the cramps while 
in the water, but his body was lamp 
when found. He must have been drawn 
under suddenly by the current. The 
funeral took place from the United 
Brethren ohuroh this afternoon, Bev. A.

PATSY DBTINK. 


j'An Alleged Statement Tending to Prov* 


that tb« Man Died Innocent of 


Goodfellow's Murder. 


•The Lincoln Journal publishes a sen- 


sational item to the effect that informa- 
tion has been received that Patsy Devine 
-was innocent ot the murder of Aaron 
Goodfeliow. The Journal says: 


i A few days ago Mrs. Devine, the mother or 
Patsy, who resides In Alton, received a letter 
1 from a Catholic olergyaan alJTort MadlBOn. 
la., inclosing a photograph of her son and 
containing a statement to the effect that It 
was handed to bun by a prisoner In the peni- 
tentiary who was at the point of death, and 
who wished her to know her ion was innocent 
of the crime for which he was executed. Tho 
priest adds that the prisoner Is very repentant 
for all his crimes, and wishes MM. Devine to 
forgive him for the misery he had caused her. 
A representative of the Journal, learning of 
this caused an Immediate answer to be writ- 
ten, asking permission to publish the state- 
ment an« desiring what further facts opuld 
be obtained. The reply IB characteristic of 
Catholic clergymen wiih regard so what is 
learned through confession. The priest said 
he had nothing to add save that the prisoner 
is now dead, and concludes as follows: 
••you may judge yourself of the propriety 
of publishing my letter, as I do not exactly 
remember its contents now. * * * * It is 
enough to know that he knew the author of 
the crime and was anxious to inform poor P. 
Devine's mother of that fact In order to com- 
fort her, if possible, at thU late hour 
"Bespeottnlly, 
I" DEUATLI.Y." 


Harry Williams, the accomplice of De- 


vine in the murder of Goodfeliow, soon 
after the murder, wee arrested and con- 
victed of an offense in Iowet which sent 
him to tbe penitentiary tor a long term- 
so long that, in his letters to Mr. J. P. 
Butler here, he often stated he would 
never live it out. Be is doubtless the re- 
pentant—if there is anything in the story 
—who made the alleged confession. The 
fact is that two shots were fired at Good- 
fellow, by two pistols of widely different 
calibre. Two men murdered Mr. Good- 
fellow, and two ought to have been hang- 
ed instead ot one. That Patsy Devine 
was one ot the two, no one familiar with 
the facts questions, There are other rea- 
sons than the evidence published to con- 
firm this statement. That Harry Wil- 
liams was Devine's accomplice, and that 
his neck ought to have been cracked, 
there is no reasonable doubt—Blooming- 
ton Pantograph, 


Devine was the victim to whom the 


noted Lizzie Barton, horse-thief, etc., 
wrote letters ot love while she was in the 
Deoatur jail When Patsy was hung she 
was greatly distressed. When released 
from jai., Lizzie lit out for the west, and 
has not been heard ot since.
